       Cybersettle, http://www.
cybersettle.com/, is not one of the 
"new kids on the block," it has been 
around since 1998 and has settled 
over 85,000 claims. Thirty major 
insurance companies have used the 
service and it is endorsed by the 
Trial Lawyers Association of    
America. 1 Though not very well-
known, the site has much to offer 
and is very simple to use. 

      Each side enters three secret 
numbers into the program - the    
aggrieved party enters the lowest 
amount they will accept, a middle 
one and a "pie in the sky figure." 
The plaintiff does the same and the 
program begins with the offers. 
When the numbers get close, the 
software splits the difference        
between the two and the case is   
settled, 60% within two months. 2
